Simpson is a candidate for the 


full senatorial term of six years, 
Miss Parkinson for the unexpired 
term of Walter E. Edge, and Mor- 
row for both.

The Rev. Robert Schulor, broad 
casting pastor, and his Trinity 
Methodist Church, South, were in 
public attention again today as 
police investigated the mysterious 
bombing of the downtown church 
building early Sunday.

Cannon Finer Than Words 
"I repeat that, as long as there 


are cannon, they will be finer 
than all the fine but often vain 
words. When the word alone will 
suffice to regulations among peo- 
ples, then I will say that the 
word is divine. 
"Let it be clear, at any rate, 
that we are arming ourselves ma- 
terially and spiritually to defend 
ourselves—not to attack. Fascist 
Italy never will take the initia- 
tive of war." 


"Our policy of revision of trea- 
ties, which does not date 
from 


yesterday, Jjut 
was propounded 


from June, 1928, is directed to- 
ward avoiding war. 
Toward ef- 


fecting the immense economy of 
avoidance of war. 
Revision of 


peace'"' treaties is not of prevail- 
ingly Italian interest but is Euro- 
pean and worldwide. The possi- 
bility of such revision under the 
very pact of the League of Na- 
tions is not absurd of unattain- 
able. The only thing absurd about 
it is the pretext of immobility of 
treaties.

Saturday morning with addresses 
being given by Dr. J. O. Marbcrry, 
chief of extension teaching bu- 
reau, State university; H. D. Fil- 
lers, Corsicana public school sup- 
erintendent; W. H. Hogan, Dallas, 
of the Texas power and Light Co., 
and Mrs. Charles DeLafosse, Cor- 
sicana 
Parent-Teachers' 
associa- 


tion. Loving cups were awarded 
winners of the 1930 Navarro coun- 
ty school fnir by E. M. Polk, pres- 
ident of the Corsicana chamber 
of commerce. 
\V. T. Brumbelow, State Home 


teacher was elected director gen- 
eral of the Navarro County Inter- 
scholastic league, and the State 
Home was selected as place where 
the 1930 county track and liter- 
ary meet will be held. At the 
conclusion of the meeting a re- 
port of the resolutions committee 


s given by John B. Davis. 
After the singing of America, 


and the invocation was given by 
Rev. H. J- Ellis, rector of the St. 
Paul's Episcopal church. Dr. Geo. 
Medders of North Texas 
State 


Teachers college, Denton, who is 
conducting an extension course In 
Corsicana at 
the 
Y. M. C. A-., 


made a short talk. He outlined 
the history of extension work in 
the county, saying that it first 
began 
in 1925, and 
since that 


time 215 teachers of county schools 
have studied under his direction. 
He spoke briefly contrasting past 
•permanent 
teaching 
certificates, 


and 
the privilege they allowed 


holders, and said that now the. 
teachers are required to have a 
degree 
from 
a 
fully accredited 


school. Closing Mr. Medders point- 
ed out that the extension work 
given here will go as three hours 
credit per term toward the ac- 
quiring of a degree. 
Speaks On Government. 


Mr Hogan. of the Texas Power 


and Light company, Dalas. was 
introduced and spoke at length 
on. the fundamentals of good gov- 
ernment, which he classified 
as 


self-control in the individual, the 
family and the 
community. He 


said: "Teachers of today are bring- 
ing up the future statesmen of 
the country and a great respon- 
sibility rests upon the shoulders 
of the instructors. I recommend 
that each teacher takes it upon 
Himself to develop and practice 
at system of self control, or self- 
government, and inculcate it into 
the students. 
He dwelt at length upon the 


»«cessity of leadership, and ex- 
plained that every teacher should 
be a leader and instil in the minds 
of their pupils and parents of the 
pupils the importance of self-con- 
trol.

'governmental problems of Amer- 
ica, Mr. Hogan, declared that the

Harking back to his subject, the 


speaker explained that he would 
liken the "heart of the grain," 
to the natural learning institute 
of the human being. He declared 
that a bird has many commend- 
able instincts, 
but it 
has 
no 


knowledge of yesterdays 
or to- 


morrows. In contrast, Dr. Mar- 
berry pointed out that the human 
being remembers yesterdays and 
looks forward to the glorious to- 
morrows, and it is this quality 
that educators work upon. 


Early Teachings Remain 


He declared that when children 


are taught to do small things 
while they are young-, the action 
becomes automatic, and they will 
do them habitually the rest of 
their lives. He said the above 
holds true to larger phases of 
learning by older people. 


The speaker asserted he is of 


the opinion that it will not be 
long before the teaching of mini- 
mum essentials returns, and will 
be stressed above the learning of 
minor details. Asking the ques- 
tioji: "What is the trouble with 
high school students who do not 
know the essential questions con- 
cerning their studies," Mr. Mar- 
berry put forth the answer that 
the trouble lies in the fact they 
are 
taught 
the 
non-essential 


things on a parity with the mini- 
mum essentials, and naturally for- 
get the latter. At this point he 
teacher's putting learning across 
to the student, no matter wheth- 
er it is in a one room unac- 
credited school or a million dol- 
lar plant. 


The speaker declared that with 


many 
subjects 
being taught a 


pupil at one time, many of them 
are not mastered,' but the courses 
have not failed in their object if 
a general concept has been grasp- 
ed, "It is this, that is the heart 
of the grain," Dr. Marberry as- 
serted. 
Discussing the need of leader- 


ship, the speaker declared that 
the man who knows, and knows 
he knows is wise, and it is right 
to follow him. "The egotism of 
this statement is all right when 
people have the leadership of one 
who knows," he said. 


Talks to Younger Teachers 


Turning to the younger teach- 


ers of the institute, the speaker 
declared that they should learn 
all about their chosen field and 
know more about it than anyone 
else who has the same limita- 
tions. "I hope you teachers will 
realize that you should take the 
heart of the grain, in the pupils' 
instinctive 
knowledge, apply 
to 


it the art of your brains, and 
bring to the child his right to 
live his life happily and natural- 
ly as he should," Dr. Marberry 
asserted. In conclusion, he said: 
"I firmly believe that the United 
States is destined by God to lead 
the world out into the miiienium, 
through education, when swords 
will be beaten into ploughshares."

Brazilians to end the civil warfare. 


The coup came with dramatic 


swiftness shortly after midnight. 
Military police and some troops 
took their positions around 
the 


presidential residence and cut off 
traffic. 


General Menna Barreto, head of 


the Rio De Janerio garrison, act- 
ing in the name of a civil and 
military committee, went to the 
president and demanded his resig- 
nation, but for many hours the 
latter refused to icep out of of- 
fice. 


During the early hours of the 


day the city was quiet, but later 
gangs of 
hoodlums made 
their 


way through the main streets and 
attacked the offices of two news- 
papers which had been support- 
ers of the government. 
Furniture 


was thrown out of upper floors 
t nd burned. 


News of the coup was sent out 


by 
radio 
through 
the 
military 


committee and the strict censor- 
ship was lifted in order that the 
latest developments might be sent 
out of the country. 


Proclamation Issued

tee issued a proclamation denounc- 
ing the civil warfare of the last 
three weeks and calling for peace. 


The 
proclamation called

ail brazilians, whether in favor of 
the government or of the revolu- 
tionaries, 
to support the 
peace 


movement. 
It 
called 
upon 
the 


revolutionists to suspend their of- 
fensive and the federal troops to 
do likewise. In addition it asked 
that plenipotentiaries confer with 
the provisional government set up

forts as headquarters of the pro 
visional government.

ed by Loao De Deus Menna Bar 
reto, general of the division, and 
Colonel Bertholdo Klinter as ad 
jutant. 


After his resignation, Washing- 


ton Luis gave himself up to Gen- 
eral Azevedo who made himself 
responsible for the former presi- 
dent's safety.

Washington Luis, indicated that 
Dr. Julio Prestes, 
president-elect, 


who has his headquarters there, 
would quit the field.

weeks ago, spread rapidly over 
the entire republic until but three 
of 
the 
major 
eastern seaboard 


states, Rio De Janeiro, Sao Paulo 
and Bahia, remained loyal to the 
government. 


President 
Washington 
Luis, 


whose full name was Dr. Wash- 
ington Luis Pereira De Souza, as- 
sumed office Nov. 15, 1926, and 
was to have served until Nov. 15 
of this year when he would 
be 


succeeded by President-elect Julio 
Prestes, who recently completed a 
visit to the United States. 


The revolution broke first in the 


state of Rio Grande Do Sul, fur- 
thermost south of the 
divisions 


which make 
up the 
Brazilian 


union. 
Troops formed there un- 


der the leadership of Dr. Getullo 
Varag Vargas, president 
of the 


state and defeated candidate in 
the 
recent national 
presidential 


elections. 


The state of Santa Catharine 


and Parana fell quickly Into line 
and a large southern army wan 
rushed to the Parana-Sao Paulo 
border, where battles have been 
in progress for more than two 
weeks, with conflicting claims of 
victory. 
The fighting has center- 


ed about Harare, railroad point, 
on the Sao Paulo border.

Pain does-exactly the oppos- 
ite. 
The fundamental re- 


quirement is that there must 
be a direct, strong associa- 
tion between the crime and 
the pain. 
Every 
moment 


that separates the two-tends 
to weaken the association. 
To be of much benefit the 
punishment must be inflict- 
ed immediately after the 
crime. 


Where the wheels of jus- 


tice grind slowly and the 
law's delay extends on 'and 
on, the pain does not form 
a neuronic bond with the 
crime, but solely with the 
inflictor of the punishment. 
The effect is not to make 
the culprit honest but to 
make him hate the society, 
the law, the court and the 
officer of the law that con- 
demned and punished him.

GERMAN COMPANIES 


NOW MIX ALCOHOL 


fflTHJASOLINE 


BKRLJN, Oct. 30.—(ff)—What to 


do with some 40,000 to 50,000 tons 
surplus alcohol yearly was solved 
by an agreement made between 
the German government's alcohol 
monopoly department and private 
oil companies today. The private 
companies. In return, for 51 per 
cent of the shares of the Reich's 
Motor Alcohol 
Monopoly 
Com- 


pany, Ltd., agreed to absorb the 
alcohol 
surplus by mixing 
the 


product literally with fuel gaso- 
line. 


By a decree of July 4 last, 


companies dealing in gasoline or 
similar motor fuel had to pur- 
chase alcohol from 
the ' state 
monopoly up to 21-2 per 
cent 


of the amount of gasoline they 
produced or imported. 
The price was 80 marks per 


hectoliter, but the companies here- 
tofore had the right to return un- 
used alcohol for a refund of 15 
marks per hectoliter. 


Under that decree many of the 


companies, 
instead 
of 
ordering 


alcohol, just paid the government 
(ho difference between 80 and 15 
marks and save themselves ship- 
ping costs and the need of in- 
stalling 
machinery 
for 
mixing. 


This increased the stock of al- 
cohol left in government hands. 
Beverage Consumption Drops. 
Then there was a sharp decrease 


in consumption of alcohol in bev- 
erages. 


By persuading leading German 


oil companies to give up the priv- 
ilege of returning alcohol for re- 


bate the monopoly administration 
rid itself of a big worry. 
The companies concerned 
are 


Standard Oil, Royal Dutch or their 
German holding companies, Ger- 
man 
Bensolverband 
and 
the 


Deutach 
Gasoline 
Aktlengesell- 


schaft. 
• 
Under the July 4 decree these 


companies were obliged to mix 
21-2 per cent alcohol with their 
gasoline. Actually, 
it developed, 
that process was technically pos- 
sible only if 20 to 30 per cent 
were used. Hence, in agreeing to 
mix alcohol with gasoline 
here- 


after, the firms rid the monopoly 
of much more than appeared on 
the surface. Experts estimated the 
total would be up to 50,000 tons 
annually.

PASSENGER FARES

tion of railroad passenger fares 
from 3.6 cents per mile to two 
cents per mile over the Texas 
and Pacific line from Fort Worth 
to Big Spring was authorized to- 
day by the State Railroad Com- 
mission.

aside in a judgment handed down 
today by the fourth court of civil 
appeals. 
The action reverses and 
ren- 
ders the action of a Val Verde 
county district court. 
Jesus Salvatierra 
and 
others 
had been granted an injunction 
prqventing the board from build- 
ing a five-room addition to the 
West 
End grammar 
school on 


the grounds that it constituted 
segregation 
of 
Mexican 
and 


American children. 
The fourth court held that It 
was the duty of a school admin- 
istration to conduct the school 
system for the greatest 
benefit 
to all, and that the board had 
the right to construct the school 
specifically for Mexican students. 
The 
school superintendent at 


Del Rio had testified at the ori- 
ginal hearing that Mexican chil- 
dren are usually two months late 
in starting to school each year 
due to work in the cotton fields. 
He also said 
Mexican students 
learn English faster when they 
are segregated. 


The fourth court held that the' 
segregation was not done because' 
the students were Mexicans, but 
because it was a more efficient 
method of teaching. 
The judg- 
ment contained the following par- 
agraph : 


"This is a problem peculiar to 
border cities with a large Mexi- 
can population. It is to the cred- 
it of both races that they dwell 
together in friendship, peace and 
unity, and work together for the 
common good. 
A question of 


this kind has never been appeal- 
nd to a high court before, and 
so this court is guided in the 
matter by its own reasoning." 
The opinion that the Del Rio 
superintendent had "acted 
wise- 
ly" in the case was expressed In 
the" judgment.
